Succumbs in London Su- 
burb at 83, Where He 
Went After German An- 
nexation of Austria. 


LONDON, Sept. 23 (AP).—Sig- 
mund Freud, 83 years old, whose 
researches into human thought 
brought him acclaim as “the fathery™ 
of psychoanalysis,” died at his 
suburban Hampstead home tonight. 

Freyd had been suffering from 
heart disease since settling in exile 
in England in June, 1938, after the 
German annexation of Austria. He 
lapsed into a coma yesterday and 
died without regaining conscious- 


ness. 

Freud was virtually penniless 
when he arrived in London but he 
brought most of his library. All 
of his property was confiscated in 
Vienna except his books and it was 
said he had been allowed to leave 
only after an emergency commit- 
tee of the American Psychoan- 
alytic Association raised $8400 to 
pay the German Government a debt 
owed by “The International Psy- 
choanalytic Verlag,” a magazine 
founded by Freud. 

His religious heritage of Judaism 
made him a victim of Nazi anti- 
Semitism and Nazi newspapers de- 
nounced his International Institute 
of Psychoanalysis. 

One of his earliest works, pub- 
lished with Dr. Josef Breuer, a 
Viennese neurologist, was “Studies 
in Hysteria.” He wrote voluminous- 
ly and his eightieth birthday found 
him in almost complete retirement 
after finishing the twelfth and final 
volume of his assembled works. 

His Arrival in London. 

Freud arrived in London on 
June 6, 1938, in search of “peace, 
study and work.” 

“I am looking forward to my fu- 
ture life with my students, my 
books and my studies in England,” 
he said, 

“They let me bring some things 
out of Austria—just enough to 
work with. I still have my manus-

FASCIST PREMIER ASSERTS 
‘EUROPE IS NOT AT WAR,’ 
WITH POLAND ‘LIQUIDATED’ 


Tells. Party Leaders 


He Is Maintaining 


Policy of Non-Belligerency But Is 
Ready for Eventuality. 


By RICHARD G. MASSOCK 

ROME, Sept. 23 (AP). — Pre- 
mier Mussolini broke his self-im- 
posed silence today to reaffirm 
Italy’s war policy—avoidance of 
hostilities, but military prepara- 
tions for any eventuality, and sup- 
port of every peace effort. 

In a forceful speech at the Pa- 
lazzo Venezia to Fascist leaders 
from Bologna, he declared: 

“In a situation like the present, 
full of many unknowns, the watch- 
word has sprung spontaneously 


among the masses of authentic 
Italian people—prepare in a mili- 
tary way to meet any eventuality, 
support every possible peace effort 
and work vigilantly in silence. 

“That is the style of Fascism; 
that must be and is the style of 
the Italian people.” 

Italy’s Decision Stands. 

In underlining the present as 
“a stormy moment which again 
brings into play not only the map 
of Europe, but perhaps that of 
continents,” Mussolini said the 
Italian decision to refrain from any 
military initiative stood without 
change nevertheless, even after the 
liquidation of Poland. 

He said this stand conformed to 
Italy’s treaty of military alliance 
with Germany. 

He advised Great Britain and 
France it was “a vain illusion” to 
try to reconstruct Poland. Reali- 
zation of this, he said, could avert 
a clash of the armies of Germany, 
Britain and France. 

Italy’s policy, he declared, “is at 
least to localize the .conflict” which 
has broken out in Europe. He sald 
that “Europe is not really at war,” 
now that Poland has been “lig- 
uidated.” 

Conference With General. 

He had conférred earlier with 
Gen. Ettore Bastico, commander 
of the new mechanized army of 
the Po, who told him his arm 
was at the full strength of its effi- 
ciency in Men and arms. 

Creation of a new air squadron 
with headquarters in Rome also 
was announced. 

Foreign circies said they inter- 
preted Mussolini’s reference to the 
possible involving of continents in 
the war as an obvious reference 
to the United States. 

He said that, while the British 
and French had avoided spreading 
the conflict by not declaring war 
on Soviet Russia, by the same tok- 
en they “have compromised their 
moral justification for continuing 
to attempt to revoke the German 
‘accomplished fact’” in Poland. 

For Clean-up of Enemies. 

The Premier also called for a 
new clean-up of anti-Fascists 
whom he accused of circulating 
“certain rumors of which many 
were most ridiculous about me per- 


‘sonally.” 


The only conclusion to be drawn 
from them, he said, was “Clean 
out .the little corners where the 
remnants of Masonic Jews atill 
exist.”

Extent of Aitacks. 

The German assaults on the

Hitler Calls for Tribute to 
Former Army Head and 
F uehrer’s Critic, Who 
Was Killed in Action at 
Warsaw. 


BERLIN, Sept. 23 (AP). — The 
German Army mourned tonight for 
its former -Commander-in-Chief, 
Colonel-General Raron Werner von 
Fritsch, killed in action before War- 
saw in a role far below his former 


eminence. 
He became the first German Gen- 


eral to die in this war when he was 


rying out a dangerous reconnoiter- 


ing operation.” 
These were the words used by 
the present Commander-in-Chief 
Colonel-General Walther von 
Brauchitsch, in an announcement 
declaring that the German Army 
stood “in deep mourning, yet filled 
with a great pride,” at Von 
Fritsch’s bier. 
On Adolf Hitler’s orders a state 
funeral will be given the 59-year- 
old General who played an out- 
standing role in the revival of the 
German land forees before his fail- 
ure to keep in step with the Fueh- 
rer led to his resignation in Febru- 
ary, 1938. 
Before the death announcement 
most Germans believed Von Fritsch 
was still in retirement. It was 
known, however, that he had volun- 
teered to serve at the front and 
Von Brauchitsch announced he had 
joined his regiment “on the first 
day” of the war. 
Von Fritsch relinquished the 
army command at the time of the 
army shakeup following the resig- 
nation of Field Marshal Werner 
von Blomberg as Minister of War. 
Von Fritsch held the rank of 
Colonel-General—one step. below 
Field Marshal—but he was not in 
active service in that rank. He 
was honorary ‘commander of the 
Twelfth Artillery Regiment, but it 
was not disclosed what his duties 
as honorary commander consisted 
of. 
He often was spoken of as one of 
Germany’s best World War mili- 
tary strategists whose shrewdness 
was being held in reserve in case 
activities on the Western front 
became livelier. 

In 1938, Von Blomberg had mar- 
ried the daughter of a carpenter, 
and Von Fritsch, without hesita-

tinction,

cold eye, Von Fritsch appeared a 
Hollywood movie director’s ideal 
of the Prussian officer type.

A fever of: patriotism is sweep- 
ing the tattoo industry as a result 
of the European war. Fresh flags 
are flying on countless arms, new 
battleships are sailing the un- 
charted epidermis of many a 
youthful chest, and Bert Grimm, 
the only practicing tattooer in St. 
Louis, is hard at work on a $40 
lay-out for the back that will fea- 
ture a submarine, a garland of 


life-preservers, twin stacks of mus- 
ketry, two trench mortars and b 
border of hand grenades. 4 

In the last few days he has 
started on a portrait of the En 
glish King and Queen for a Cana- 
dian who is awaiting the _ call, 
and has needled in a little rhyme 
about Hitler for a Pole. His major 
war work, however, has been the 
unfurling a week ago of an Amer- 
ican flag across the entire front 
of a German-American “who came 
in and hollered out that he wanted 
everybody to know how he felt.” 

Grimm’s life story is no fairy 
tale. He was born in Portland, 
Ore., 40 years ago, but left under 
his own power at the age of 13 to 
broaden his grade school educa- 
tion. Yesterday, while inscribing 
a red and blue saber on the right 
arm of an apple-cheeked youth in 
his shop at 3% North Broadway 
he gave an account of the steady 
climb to his present position. 

“I was interested mainly in 
geography in school,” he said, “so 
when I graduated I started out to 
see a little of it. All during my 
travels I never went to a carnival 
without I watched the _ tattooed 
man.” 

For 10 yars he worked from city 
to city, perfecting his sketching, 
and saving toward the day when 
he could buy a tattoo machine. “I 
got it in Chicago,” he said, “and 
started to work there.” 

In no time he became known as 
one of the best tattoo men in the 
Middle West. “I built up quite a 
practice,” he says now. Before 
long, however, he picked up his 


sign to the municipal scene in 


Milwaukee, Madison, Detroit, Cin- 
cinnati and Cleveland. 


Grimm has been in St. Louis 15 
years. He estimates he has tat- 
tooed 40,000 persons in that. time. 
Many of these, of course, were 
only petty jobs—initials, short 
names like “Margie” or “Goldie,” 


and such simple figures as anchors 


or snakes. On the other hand he 
feels that he has done some monu- 
mental work. 

On the wall behind his desk are 
photographs of two of his favorite 
clients, both covered from head 


to toe with creeping, walking and 
flying creatures, stationary objects, 
-iJandscapes, poetry, prose and a 
sprinkling of surrealist figures that 
to date have defied identification. 
Both projects cost $200. 


“Women?” he said. “Sure I tat- 
too lots of women. They go in 
mostly for. butterflies, spiders, 
roses and things like that—some- 
thing nice to look at when they’re 
not doing anything.” 

Grimm Is especially proud of: (1) 
the wrestler whose front piece of 
ladies in negligee would so distract 
the attention of his opponents that 
he was able, usuaiiy, to slap on a 
winning head-lock when. -they 
leaned forward to look; (2) the 
Natural Bridge cave-dweller who 
bought a pair of tattooed sox and 
rose-colored garters; (3) the bald 
father who was so pleased with his 
tatooed simulation of hair that he 
sent his three sons down for a gen- 
eral going-over; and (4) his own 
bodily filigree, oriental in motif.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—With 
absolute power, regardless of neu- 
trality laws, to refuse or grant pass- 


ports, the State Department is de- 
nying to all but a very few Ameri- 
cans permission to travel to war- 
torn Europe. 

There are no qualifications on the 
powers of the State Department, 
and they are being used today to 
get Americans out of the war zone 
and keep them on this continent. 
Only a few bona fide newspaper 
men and news reel photographers 
have been given passport privi- 
leges since hostilities began, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Ruth Shipley, head of 
the passport division in the depart- 
ment. 

This is in accord with President 
Roosevelt's desire to keep Ameri- 
cans out of the zone where acci- 
dents may happen and incidents de- 
velop. Because he does not have 
the same discretionary power over 
shipments of contraband commodi- 
ties to belligerents, the President 
on Thursday asked Congress for 
such powers. 

Shipping Not Being Restricted. 

There have been rumors that the 
administration was exercising such 
a power over shipments through 
the power to grant or deny clear- 
ance papers to ships sailing for for- 
eign ports. This was denied at the 
Treasury, where it was said that re- 
striction on contraband shipments 
could come only througn voluntary 
action on part of the shipping com- 
panies. The United States Lines 
is not carrying any cargo at all 
during the present emergency when 
Americans are being rushed home 
from the war zones, so that ships 
of the line will not be stopped for 
search. 

Passports issued during the last 
three weeks for travel elsewhere 
than in Europe are marked “Not 
valid for travel in Europe.” They 
also contain a warning declaring 
that it is illegal for American citi- 
zens to travel from the United 
States to European war zones on 
the vessels of belligerent nations 
unless specifically authorized to do 
so. This is under Section 9 of the 
Neutrality Act. Passports of re- 
turning Americans are being taken 
up as they return to thig country. 

Checkup on “Lost” Passports. 

All Americans remaining in Eu- 
rope are to be asked shortly to 
turn their passports in for valida- 
tion. This will be done after all 
refugees have finally been returned 
to this country. 

In this way, it is expected, “lost” 
passports now being used by secret 
agents of various coyntries will 
be apprehended or made useless. 
When an agent using such a pass- 
port enters a country he must, of 
course, submit his passport to the 
police. Police of leading nations 
will co-operate with American 
Consuls to determine if such pass- 
ports have been properly validated 
under the new order. 

Gen, Krivitsky, who purported 
to tell his experiences as a Soviet 
secret agent in a recent series of 
Magazine artitles, described how 
passports belonging to American 
volunteers in Spain were sent to 
Moscow and used by secret agents. 
The State Department, it has been 
learned, regards the Krivitsky dis- 
closures as valid.

Broad Authority. 

“The Secretary of State is au- 
thorized,” according to regulations 
issued in March of 1938, “in his 
discretion to refuse to issue a pass- 
port, to restrict a passport for use 
only in certain countries, to re- 
strict it against use in certain 
countries, to withdraw or cancel 
a passport already issued and to 
withdraw a passport for the pur- 
pose of restricting its validity or 
use in certain countries. 

“Should a person to whom a 
passport has been issued knowing- 
ly use or attempt to use it in vio- 
lation of the conditions or restric- 
tions contained therein or of the 
provisions of these rules, the pro- 
tection of the United States may 
be withdrawn from him while he 
continues to reside abroad.” 

There is no appeal from this ex- 
cept where a question of citizen- 
ship is involved. Then the appli- 
cant, according to recent decisions, 
May appeal to the courts. 

Nearly 1000 passports were “lost” 
in Spain by volunteers in the civil 
war there, and the State Depart- 
ment has felt very strongly about 
these missing documents. By re- 
quiring a new validation it is be- 
lieved all passports illegally held 
and fake passports will be taken. 

Some years ago numerous 
American passports were forged, 
according to State Department au- 
thorities. The Reubens-Robinson 
case that finally ended with im- 
prisonment for the principals in 
Moscow is believed to have cleared 
up one passport ring. A change 
in the type of passport also made 
it far more difficult. to forge the 
American document.

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What the Present Neutrality Law 
Provides and What the Changes 
Sought | by Administration Mean 


Act Forbids Any Rona Sales to Belligerents 
—Roosevelt Men Seek to Repeal This, But 
Bar Shipment on American Vessels. 


- 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (AP).— 
The crux of the congressional con- 
troversy over the neutrality law 
is whether American manufactur- 
ers should: be permitted to sell 
arms and ammunition to warring 
nations. 

The present law contains a pro- 
vision for an embargo on arms 
sales. President Roosevelt desires 
its repeal. 

However, the arms embargo now 
applies only when the President— 
he has sole discretionary power in 
this matter—determines that a 
state of war exists. The President 
invoked the embargo in Italy’s war 
with Ethiopia, in the Spanish civil 
war and in the present conflict 
between the French-British Allies 
and Germany. He has not invoked 
it in the undeclared Chinese-Japa- 
mese war. ‘ 

When the embargo is placed in 
operation, it becomes unlawful for 
anyone to export from the United 
States arms, ammunition and im- 
plements of war to any nation en- 
gaged in the conflict. American 
vessels are prohibited from car- 
rying arms to belligerents. 

Likewise, arms may not be ex- 
ported to any neutral nation for 
trans-shipment to a belligerent. 
Arms shipments to any other na- 
tion, however, are permitted un- 
der regulations laid down by the 
Munitions Control Board, set up in 
the act to license manufacturers 
and exporters of arms. 

Included among arms affected 
by the embargo are a long list of 
guns, ammunition, poison gases, 
airplanes and other implements 
set out in a proclamation issued 
by the President April 10, 1936. 
The President may add to this list 
at any time, but he may not sub- 
tract from it. 

The law exempts from the em- 


character as those on the arms 
list. Thus there is no restriction 
on the shipment of cotton, copper, 
oil, non-mili trucks and sup- 
plies of that nature to nations to 
which sale of arms is forbidden. 

As the law now stands, these 
exempted materials can be trans- 
ported to belligerents in American 
ships. Since the cash-and-carry 
section of the act expired last May 
1, there has been no requirement 
that the belligerents pay cash for 
these supplies. 


The administration proposes to 
permit arms sales—under the reg- 
ulations of the Munitions Board— 
along with sales of the now ex- 
empted commodities, but to pro- 
hibit American ships from enter- 
ing combat areas. 

Senators backing the administra- 
tion-sponsored changes also have 


forbidden to carry any commodi- 
ties to belligerents. 

In addition, the administration 
desires a requirement that a war- 
ring nation take title to any goods 
purchased here before the goods 
are shipped, so that if they are lost 
at sea it will be the foreign na- 
tion’s loss, not the American ex- 
porter’s, 

Other provisions of the present 
law, which have not caused any 
major controversy are: 

When the neutrality ‘taw is in- 
voked, Americans may not buy, 
sell, or exchange securities or 
bonds issued by any of the belliger- 
ent states, 

The President has discretionary 
power to exempt ordinary commer- 
cial credits and short-time obliga- 
tions if he finds it is necessary to 
protect the commercial interests of 
the United States. 


The President has the power to

GRAVE OF YELLOW FEVER 
EPIDEMIC HERO IS FOUND 


Dr. Henry C. Davis, Who Died Here 
in 1878, Buried at 
Boles, Mo. 


The grave of Dr. Henry Clay 
Davis, a young physician who died 
in 1878 of yellow fever after vol- 
unteering his services in the epi- 
demic of the disease then prevalent 
in the city, and of whom little was 
known, has been found by Jacob 
Kuhl, 1819 South Newstead avenue, 
a Spanish-American War veteran. 
Kuhl became interested in the brief 
career of Dr. Davies as a hobby, 
while he was doing military re- 


search work at Koch Hospital. 
He found the grave Friday at 

Boles, Mo., four miles east of Wash- 

ington in Franklin County, in the 


| cemetery of an old church. He said 


the headstone, badly ‘weathered, 
bears the following inscription: 

“H. C, Davis, M. D. Born Sept. 
1, 1852. Graduated at St. Louis 
Medical College, 1875. Practiced 2% 
years in hospitals of the city of 
St. Louis, Mo. Died Oct. 15, 1878. 
Yellow Fever. While in charge of 
Quarantine Hospital at St. Louis. 
Age 26 years and 44 days. The 
noblest sacrifice a man can make 
is to give his life at the call of 
duty.” 

Kuhl said his research showed 
that Dr. Davis stood by his post at 
the Quarantine Hospital at the 
site where Koch Hospital now 
stands, after most of the attend- 
ants had fled in fear of the epi- 
demic. Dr. Davis was stricken 
with yellow fever while trying to 
remedy the sewage disposal sys- 
tem of the institution, which he be- 
lieved to be faulty, Kuhl said.

firio Diaz. He was 76 years old. 
De la Barra was an authority 


on international law and was a 
former president of the Interna- 
tional Court of Arbitration. 

Before leaving Mexico in 1914, 
‘he served as Ambassador or Min- 
ister to eight countries, including 
the United States. 

De la Barra was born June 16, 
1863, at Queretaro, Mexico, and 
graduated from the National Uni- 
His rise in politics was 
rapid, and he held nearly every 
important legislative and diplomatic 
position his country had to offer. 
He was Secretary of Foreign Re- 
lations when appointed temporary 
President. 

It was after the revolutionary 
flood broke anew in 1913 that de 
la Barra departed for Paris. Lack- 
ing a personal fortune, he embarked 
in private practice as an interna- 
tional lawyer, and soon various 
governments were employing him 
to serve on commissions. 

Altogether, he was president of 
eight arbitral commissions, most 
of them handling financiel prob- 
lems between European countries 
growing out of the World War. In 
this capacity he was umpire, for 
example, of the French-Austrian 
claims commissions and president 
of a special English-French-Bulgar- 
ian claims court. 

He also was professor of interna- 
tional law in the Instit:te of High 
International Studies at the Uni- 
versity of Paris (Sorbonne), was a 
professor of the International Acad- 
emy at The Hague and a lecturer 
at the Royal Academ of - Bel- 
gium,

LIBERTYVILLE, Iil., Sept. 23.— 
To Dr. Maria S. Gutowska, Polish 
educator and sister of the Gover- 
nor of Warsaw, the new war in 
Europe comes as another bitter 
chapter in the troubled history of 
the peoples of the smaller Euro- 
pean nations. 

Dr. Gutowska, who will lecture 
in St. Louis next Friday night, 
has not yet forgotten the World 
War. Her first husband was killed 
in the Russian Revolution and the 
struggle for Polish independence 
which followed the war, and she 
was left penniless and alone to 
care for a 5-year-old son and a 
baby born a few day’s after her 
husband's death. 

Now, just 20 years later, a new 
war has left her stranded in the 
United States, virtually a woman 
without a country. What has hap- 
pened to her secom@ husband, a 
professor of physiology at the 
University of Poland, and to her 
son and brother, she does not 
know.

paign. Dr. Gutowska continued 
her studies and became one of 
the 10 women professors on the 
faculty of the’ University of Po- 
land, in the field of agriculture. 
Although one of her sons died, the 
other became an attorney and 
diplomat, as well as a champion 
athlete. 

What the future holds now, she 
does not know. While uncertainty 
remains, she has taken to the lec- 
ture platform, both to find an out- 
let for her energies and to provide 
the funds she now. unexpectedly 
requires to live in a strange coun- 
try she had planned only to visit 
for a few weeks when she arrived 
in July.

NO CZECH SOLDIERS 
FIGHTING FOR REIGH 


President Hacha Insists There 
Is No Revolt — Newspaper 
Men Taken on Tour, 


By ALVIN J. STEINKOPF 


PRAGUE, Sept. 23 (AP).—Presi- 
dent Emil Hacha of the Nazi pro- 
tectorate of Bohemia and sMoravia 
said tonight its Government and 
industry were progressing in “an 
orderly manner” and insisted there 
had been no revolt, 

(The British Ministry of Infor- 
mation said Wednesday it had re- 
ceived reports of a revolutionary 
movement in the protectorate 
which Germany carved out of 
Czecho-Slovakia when the repub- 
lic broke up last March.) 

Dr. Hacha, who was head of 
Czecho-Slovakia at the time of 
its dissolution, received 35 news- 
paper correspondents at his sum- 
mer home, 25 miles from Prague. 
He told them that Bohemia and 
Moravia were not participating in 
the Eurgpean war. 

Not a’ single Czech soldier is 
engaged directly for Germany any- 
where, he said. But the protec- 
torate could not escape being af- 
fected in some respects by the war, 
he continued. 

Food Rationing to Start. 

Food rationing is to start next 
week, and today in many cities 
of the protectorate the correspond- 
ents saw long lines of women with 
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shopping bags in front of stores. 

The tour was arranged by Ger- 
man authorities to convince the 
representatives of the world press 
there were no uprisings as had 
been reported abroad, 

Citizens, who were casually ap- 
proached and local officials agreed 
there had been no disorders or 
street battles in Pragu., Pilsen, 
Brunn and other cities, 

The correspondents found the 
protectorate cities quiet; very busy 
and apparently adjusting them- 
selves as best as they could to 
German domination, which obvious- 
ly is irksome to many Czechs. 

“We are doing our duty as be- 
fore and working quietly,” Dr. 
Hacha said in an informal ad- 
dress at a tea shop. “Administra- 
tive machinery is operating  effi- 
ciently. The protectorate is try- 
ing to work within the framework 
of the centuries-old close associa- 
=e of the German and Czech peo- 
p e.” 

Visit to Skoda Works. 

At Pilsen our party was con- 
ducted through the vast Skoda 
works where great machines were 
casting and tooling the barrels of 
cannon. Numerous Czechs there 
stated openly they were not rec- 
onciled to German control, but 
said there had not been any re- 
bellion, Many Czech leaders who

Remember-When Session. 

The veterans of the EKighty-Ninth, 
who were under fire from Aug. 7, 
1918, until the armistice on Novy, 11, 
except for 24 hours when they 
‘moved from the St. Mihiel to the 
Meuse-Argonne offensive, had a 
“remember when” session with the 
customary banter, but a somber 
note was noticeable. 

While the veterans agreed that | 
the United States should keep out 
of war at almost any cost, they 
‘also agreed they were ready to do 
their part again if the security of 
the country should be threatened. 

The veterans proudly recounted 
‘exploits of the Eighty-ninth, a draft 
division organized at Fort Riley, 
Kan. They told of Marshal Foch, 
surprised that the Eighty-ninth had 
stormed the heights of Barricourt 
on Nov. 3, 1918, tipping over his 
map table in excitement and ex- 
claiming, “The war is finished,” 

Approximately 300 veterans reg- 
istered yesterday for the formal 
meeting, held in the afternoon 
with Mayor Dickmann welcoming 
them to St. Louis. Most of the vet- 
erans will go to Chicago for the 
American Legion convention §  to- 
morrow.

Explorer in Darkest of Uncharted 
Fields—the Human Mind. 

R. SIGMUND FEUD was an 
[) explorer and the field of his 

exploration was the darkest of 
the uncharted continents—the hu- 
man mind., The world is still in 
doubt about the tales he prought 
back, for not only was he the orig- 
inal venturer in the field, but he 
penetrated farther than any of his 
contemporaries in the direction he 
went. 

Encyclopedias identified him as 
professor of neurology at the Uni- 
versity of Vienna from 1902 on. His 
birthplace was Freiberg, Moravia, 
and the date of his birth May 6, 
1856. But he lived, after the age of 
4,in Vienna. He was educated there, 
in the physiological laboratory of 
Brucke and the _ Institute of 
Cerebral Anatomy, under Meynert. 
He married in Vienna and was the 
father of three sons and_ three 
daughters. A street in Vienna was 
named in his honor. 

During his lifetime, he was in- 
variably included in any list of the 
Jewish great, however brief. Yet, 
unlike others on the lists, his own 
personality was obscured behind his 
teachings. Americans might recog- 
nize even caricatures of Einstein, 
and know nothing of relativity, yet 


jthey have no idea of what Freud 


looked like, although even the un- 
itiated attempt to discuss his dis- 
coveries, 

A French journalist places Freud 
in the proper setting. He described 
a visit to the apartment of the 
great neurologist in Vienna, find- 
ing it “a rather vast place, with 
large numbers of works of art.... 
Egyptian and Greek busts ... an 
atmosphere recaiiing a museum.” 

And what of Dr. Freud? He was, 
the interviewer said, “of an ex- 
tremely accehtuated Jewish type, 
with the air of an old rabbi just 
arrived from Palestine, the thin 
and emaciated face of a man whe 
has passed days and nights dis- 
cussing with his initiated followers 
the subtleties of the law.” 

“When he speaks of his doctrine, 
his disciples, he does so with a 
mixture of pride and detachment. 
However, it is pride that dom- 
inates,” 


Regarded as Prophet. 


Freud’s discoveries or interpreta- 
tions were, in a sense, a kind of 
faith. His disciples regarded his 
frequent dissertations as the words 
of a prophet. His critics scoffed 
with vehemence. To the layman 
disposed to believe, Freud opened 
up a new world of understanding 
that, albeit a little horrifying, 
threw light into darkness and 
brought day, however grim, out of 
night. To him who did not be- 
lieve, Freud was a loathsome crea- 
ture who insisted on reducing every 
human thing, good or beautiful, 
bad or ugly to a common denom- 
inator of sex. 

One principle guided Freud from 
his early adventures in the study 
of the human mind. It was that 
no human action lacked a purpose. 
He set out to explain everything 
that had been passed off, unex- 
plained, as “just human nature.” 
The result was a science—psycho- 
analysis, 

Allowed to choose his own career, 
Freud decided on medicine. He as- 
cribed that decision to a love of 
knowledge that had been inspired 
in him by Goethe's essay, on “Die 
Natur,” which he heard read at a 
popular lecture about the time he 
was to matriculate for higher edu- 
cation. 

That decision was to make him 
a physician the rest of his life and 
one of the most famous physicians 
of his day. Yet he wrote once, “I 
had already passed all of my medi- 
cal examinations without interest- 
ing myself in anything medical un- 
til a word of waraing from my es- 
teemed teacher told me that in my 
indigent materjal situation, I should 
have to avoid a theoretical course.” 

Put a little more simply, it meant 
that the young man had to hold 
himself down to a job that would 
pay him something, He became a 
clinical neurologist, with no idea 
of what was ahead,

that of a young woman who had 
come to a professional associate, 
Dr. Joseph Breuer, for treatment 
for hysteria. 

Dr. Breuer, 14 years older than 
Freud, told Freud how symptoms 
of the hysteria had been eliminated 
by hypnotic sessions with the pa- 
tient, with the young woman re- 
calling the circumstances of their 
origin. 


“The original discovery, therefore, 
was Breuer’s. Freud himself ac- 
knowledged the fact later by say- 
ing, “America was not named for 
Columbus.” ? 


Making valuable suggestions to 
confreres was not unusual at the 
General Hospital in Vienna, where 
Freud was then an assistant in 
nervous diseases. Freud, on dis- 
covering that he couid stop pain in 
the stump of an amputated arm by 
local applications of cocaine, passed 
the information on to Dr. Karl 
Koller, a young interne, who made 
further’ experiments and brought 
forth a method of using cocaine as 
a local anesthetic that was to prove 
of inestimable value to the profes- 
sion. 

Freud, never a physician in his 
attention to purely medical ques- 
tions, was far more interested in a 
hysterical young patient. 

Dr. Breuer: was not disposed to 
venture farther with Freud and it 
was only with difficulty that Freud, 
nine years later and far advanced 
by then, persuaded him to collabor- 
ate in a book on “Studies in Hys- 
teria.” _ 

The young’ physician, through a 
medical scholarship, went to Paris, 
where he studied “ypnotism under 
the leading neurologist; Jean Marie 
Charcot, but he soon returned to 
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Vienna. He soon gave up hypnot- 
ism ds a means of studying neu- 
roses, ‘ 

First Important Announcement, 

He was nearly 40 year. old when 
he made his first important an- 
nouncement to the world—that a 
hysterical. symptom has a meaning. 
In 1900, he came back from the in- 
terior of the mind, with the. infor- 
mation that dreams could be in- 
terpreted—not in the manner of 
fortune-telling, but scientifically 
and with some significance to the 
individual's state of mind, if not 
his future. In 1904, Freud reported 
that blunders do not “just happen” 
but carry out a secret purpose in

The discoveries were generally 
distasteful to the public, which was 
startled by them. People are still 
startled by studying Freud. Many 
great psychologists sneer at his 
long life’s work. 

Analysis and Self-Study. 


Freud studied himself as he 
would a guinea-pig. He encouraged 
his followers to turn themselves in- 
side out, so to speak. He analyzed 
sO many human beings that they 
are virtually numberless. People 
flocked to his consulting room for 
more than 40 years. 


No human action or thought was 
left untouched. Do you wonder 
why you cannot recall a certain 
name? Freud has an explanation 
for that. Do you wonder why you 
knocked a book off your desk? 
Freud has something to say about 
that. He was never willing to he- 
lieve that human activity was just 
activity.. His studies of wit, ex- 
plaining why we laugh; his studies 
of art, religion, criminality all are 
interesting, whether believed or 
not. 

Sex, a fundamental human desire, 
according to Freud, if not the only 
one. was the strangest exhibit Freud 
brought back from the wilds. He 
threw the era into dismay by show- 
ling sex in the light in which he 
‘saw it. | 

He found sexual purposes in ap- 
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Freud never ceased to revise his 
science and discatdsd many pre- 
viously fundamental ideas without 
apology. He inven terms that 
only he could understand. Yet he 
had many disciples. The Interna- 
tional Congress of Psycho-Analysis 
was formed in 1908, with 200 spe- 
cialists, and has met biennially ever 
since. 


He was 82 when Hitler annexed 
Austria to Germany, and so ill that 
for several days the news was 
kept from him. Nazi secret police 
paid a night visit to him in Vienna 
and are said to have closed the 
doors of his home. The offices of 
the company which published 
Freud’s books also were closed. 


“The ideas of no living man are 


se directly responsible for so many 


printed pages,” a biographer wrote 
a few years ago. 
Literature—a field of explanation 


of the human mind itself—readily 
jabsorbed the 


Freudian pattern. 
Eugene O'Neill patently offers 
Freudian drama in many of his 
plays. Thomas Mann, the novelist, 
and Arthur Schnitzler, the play- 
wright, are other noteworthy Freu- 
dians. 

Freud never claimed omniscience. 
“Looking back over the patchwork 
of my life’s labors,” he wrote in an 
autobiography, “I can say that I 
have made inary beginnings and 
thrown out many suggestions. 
Something wi!l come of them in 
the future. But I cannot tell my- 
self whether it will be much or 
little.” . 

He had set dowr. definitions for 
many things that he understood, or 
believed he understood. On one he 
was ir doubt. Death he described 
as “a painful riddle, for which no 
remedy at all has been found, nor 
probably ever will be.”

It was not necessary on Sept. 1 to stream- 
line the German Government for war. Al- 
most from the very first the Hitler regime 
has undertaken to convert Germany into an 
armed camp. Britain and France had per- 
force to make major changes to put their 
respective nations on a war footing, but the 
Nazis have been in a state of readiness for a 
long time. 

Huge armaments have been piled up. Pri- 
vate enterprise has been socialized in the 
interest of the party and the military, with 
complete econamic mobilization only a step 
beyond what had already been done. The 
Cabinet is dominated by military-minded 
men. 


Subtle Alterations 
May Yet Come to Light 


This does not mean, however, that subtle 
alterations are not taking place behind the 
blank wall that Nazi censorship has built 
up through the years, and those’ subtle 
changes may eventually be reflected in the 
headlines. 

There is, most important of all, the rela- 
tionship between Hitler, head of the state 
and nominal head of the military machine, 
and the technicians who must run the war. 
Will Hitler try to direct the war? At the 
German Embassy here it is said that the 
Fuehrer has far too much common sense 
to try to be a strategist. He hag gone to 
the front merely to be an inspiration to the 
troops, not to take over the conduct of the 
war. Nevertheless the old hostility between 
the Generals and the politicians still ex- 
ists. 

No. 1 man is, of course, Adolf Hitler... No, 
2 is Marshal Hermann Wilhelm-Goering. The 
No. 1 soldier is Lieutenant-General Wilhelm 
Keitel, whose duty it is to co-ordinate the 
German armed forces. No 2 soldier is 
Colonel-General Walther von Brauchitsch. 

A defense council has been set up in Ger- 
many, according to Dr. Hans Thomsen, Ger- 
man Charge d’Affaires here. It consists of 
Hitler, Goering, Keitel, Rudolf Hess, chief 
of the Nazi party and Minister without port- 
folio, Wilhelm Frick, Minister of Interior, 
Walther Funk, Minister of Economics, and 
Heinrich Lammers, secretary of the chancel- 
lery and minister without portfolio. In this 
list are the expected names but also there 
are others unfamiliar to the public, | 


Goering Alone Draws 
Support From Both Camps 


The importance of Goering’s role in Ger- 


“many today could scarcely be exaggerated. 


In certain respects, as far as the actual ca- 
pacity to exercise power is eqnceerned, Goer- 
ing would seem to be a more important ig- 
ure than Hitler. This would appear to be 
true if only because Goering, unlike anyone 
else in the regime including Hitler himself, 
exercises power in both the political and 
military fields. 

The fat General with all the uniforms is 
Minister of Aviation. He also has the title 
of Air Marshal and is the active, technical 
director of the air force. He is Prime Min- 
ister of Prussia. Most important of all, per- 
haps, he is at the head of the four-year plan, 
in charge of economic mobilization. 


| In the past. the Prussian military has

been under legal compulsion to keep out of 
politics. A strict law separated the poli- 
ticians from the Generals. <A separatist tra- 


dition became a part of the code of the’ 


military caste. The Generals might lend 
their support to a particular regime, as they 
did to the Nazis, but they looked down upon 
politicians with something like contempt. Not 
long ago Gen. Werner von Blomberg was 


forced to retire because he had incurred the 


enmity of the regime. This action was 
deeply resented within the military caste. 
On both sides there has been mutual distrust. 

This background makes the importance of 
Goering’s position, with one foot in the 
camp ofthe military and one foot in the 
Government, quite obvious. He can pass 
from one sphere to the other with the can- 
fidence of both sides. Moreover, Hitler has 
named Goering as his successor should the 
Ghancellor be a casualty of the war. To say 
that Goering is prepared to take over is an 
understatements Intensely ambitious, it is 
not by accident that he has reached his pres- 
ent position of power. , 

Next in line to the crown Hitler named 
Hess, his righthand man in directing the 
Nazi party. Little known outside Germany, 
Hess has had a vital part in relating the 
party to the life of the nation. What has 
happened is that the party has now gained 
control of the entire Germany economy. 
Party men have been insinuated into key 
positions not only in the state but in busi- 
ness and industry. The state is supreme and 
the party is the state. Hess is the man who 
has brought about this revolutionary change. 


Champagne Salesman 

Who Married Boss’ Daughter 

High in the German hierarchy one must 
place the champagne salesman who married 
the boss’ daughter, Joachim von Ribbentrop. 
Loathed by orthodox diplomats, Von Ribben- 
trop has nevertheless achieved the most 
astonishing diplomatic coup of recent years. 
It was Von Ribbentrop who offended the 
British when he was Ambassador to London 
by greeting the king at a formal reception 
with the Nazi salute. In London, however, he 
succeeded in winning numerous adherents 
to the Nazi cause, including peers and peer- 
esses at whose country homes he frequently 
was a guest. 

Since he left London to become Foreign 
Minister this smooth, youngish looking man 
of 46 has been ceaselessly active. Working 
closely .with Hitler and standing at the 
Fuebrer’s right hand during the crises of 
the past few years, he has flown all over 
the continent of Europe to build Germany’s 
diplomatic fences. Whether it was Hitler 
or his Foreign Minister who initiated the 
Soviet-Nazi negotiations, no little credit goes 
to Von Ribbentrop for this most dazzling 
of all German triumphs. Like virtually 
everyone else in Hitler’s Government, Rib- 
bentrop is a product of World War Il. He 
came out with two Iron Crosses. 

One of the most difficult jobs in the de- 
fense council is that of Walther Funk who 


Funk suc- 
ceeded to the job when Hjalmar Horace 
Greeley Schacht could not keep pace with 
the swift changes precipitated by the Nazis. 
Schacht is still a minister without portfolio 
in the Government.

Wilhelm Frick also has a highly important 
post in the council. He is charged with 
maintaining order and morale among the 
civilian population. Frick’s fright-hand is 
Heinrich Himmler whose name has connota- 
tions of terror for all but the Nazi elite. 
Himmler, acting under orders from Frick 
and with the direct tutelage of Hitler, set 
up the dreaded Gestapo. The Himmler-Frick 
system of espionage extends into every phase 
of German life. It is closely inter-related 
with other Nazi organizations and a vast 
amount of information is filtered through 
the Gestapo sieve. 


Unknown ‘Mr. Fix-It’ 

of the Berlin Chancellery 

Heinrich Lammers is scarcely known at all 
even in Germany. Nevertheless, he is an es- 
sential Mr. Fix-It at the chancellery. 
function is to translate orders from above, 
chiefly orders from Hitler, into action. Lam- 
mers serves as a kind of liaison between the 
gods at the top and the mere mortals who 
must carry out their commands. His posi- 
tion corresponds to that of Lord Hankey, 
secretary to the British Cabinet. 

Keitel is the only miiltary man on the 
Defense Council. He is there,as an interme- 
diary between the dictatorship and the tech- 
nicians who must do the fighting. Complete- 
ly in the German military tradition, Keitel 
comes from Thuringia. He climbed the mili- 
tary ladder the hard way during World War 
I, and today is recognized as one of the most 
brilliant strategists in any country, master of 
the blitzkreig technique. The performance 
that he and his chief of staff, Von Brau- 
chitsch, put on in Poland has amazed mili- 
tary experts. In reality, Keitel is Minister 
of Defense, a Cabinet post which has not 
been filled since Von Blomberg’s forced re- 
tirement. 


Reich’s No. 2 Soldier 

Has Shunned Politics 

Stamped out of the same metal is Von 
Brauchitsch. Like Keitel, he has shunned 
publicity. and any connection with politics. 
Born in Berlin 58 years ago, he gradually 
won a reputation as a competent command- 
ing officer, Today he is ranked as one of 
the most brilliant field Generals of our time. 

Like. Keitel, he is close to Hitler and fre- 
quently advises him on military affairs. He 
has given Hitler as head of the state unques- 
tioned. loyalty. The shakeup of February, 
1938, that overturned Von Blomberg, ad- 
vanced Von Brauchitsch to command of the 
German army, succeeding Gen. Werner von 
Fritsch. (The death of Von Fritsch in battle 
before Warsaw was announced in Berlin yes- 
terday.) On the infrequent occasions when 
Von Brauchitsch speaks in public, he talks 
in terse military phraseology. These mili-

Unconsciously, these books form 
a sort of “New Testament” to Hit- 
ler’s “Mein Kampf,” in that they 
reveal how economic pressure and 
the inner explosiveness of his own 
movement have led the Teutonic 
messiah perhaps not to “destroy 
the prophets,” but certainly to 
“fulfil” them in a manner. fre- 
nouncing many capital doctrines of 
his early revelation. 


Three Points of View. 


It is to be noted that the writ- 
ers, examining the situation from 
widely disparate observation posts, 
agree that Germany has embarked 
on an adventure which in the long 
run is bound to end in disaster. 
Critics will no doubt ascribe their 
omens to prejudice or wishful 
thinking, since all have been vic- 
tims of Nazi oppression. 

Dr, Franz Borkenau, author of 
“The New German Empire” (Vik- 
ing Press) was a research fellow 
of sociology «t Frankfort Univer- 
sity and a left-wing member of the 
German Labor party. He has been 
in exile since 1934. 

Eduard Benes, author of “De- 
mocracy Today and Tomorrow” 
(Macmillan), was © president of 
Czecho-Slovakia.and was driven 
into banishment by the Munich 
pact. 

Most arresting of the three is 
Hermann Rauschning, author of 
“The Revolution of Nihilism* (AlI.- 
liance Book Corporation). He is 
an East Prussian Junker who be- 
came, as he says, a National So- 
cialist from conviction and rose to 
be president of the Danzig Senate, 
where he was in line for the posi- 
tion of regional Fuehrer now occu- 
pied by Albert Foerster. By his ac- 
count, Rauschning resigned in 
1935, abandoned his estates and 
fled abroad when he was required 
to bring about “Gleichschaltung” 
(uniform Nazi discipline) by ar- 
resting Catholic’ priests, disfran- 
chising the Jewish population and 
suppressing rival parties. 

Dr. Borkeéenau’s defense might be 
the icily detached and scientific 
tone of his book, which deals prin- 
cipally with factual politics, eco- 
nomics and geography. As further 
evidence of fairness, he could add 
that he was expelled from Spain 
during the civil war by the Com- 
munist branch of the Loyalist fac- 
tion. 

The prose of Dr. Benes breathes 
the intellectual integrity of a states- 
man of idealist caliber. 


Predictions Come True. 


Rauschning may plead the full- 
fillment of prophesies then  well- 
nigh incredible which were made 
in his book. . Published originally 
in German, shortly after the an- 
nexation of Sudetenland, it predict- 
ed the occupation of Prague, and 
the Jewish pogroms of the winter of 
1938. Beyond all else, it forecast an 
imminent rapprochement between 
Germany and Russia. This augury 
he drew from a conclusion that 
while Leninism rested upon unshak- 
en faith in reason, Stalinism had 
swung completely to the Nazi doc- 
trine of reliancé on brute force. 

Rauschning avers that he wrote 
his book chiefly to clear his own 
mind of error and published it with 
reluctance, well. aware he would 
be vilified as a renegade and traitor. 
These considerations did not with- 
hold him from uttering the most 
intimate and merciless analysis of 
National Socialism yet produced 
or from insisting on what he re-

“Will to Disbelieve.”’ 


But his triumphs at home and in 
foreign affairs the writer imputes 
chiefly to a will to disbelieve, on 
the part of his adversariés, that 
National Socialism could possibly 
be what it only too clearly is—a 
revolution, powerfully armed and 
aiming at world-wide dimensions, 
against all that mankind for 2000 
years has regarded as civilization. 

Under this system, it is declared, 
there is no longer truth or un- 
truth, but only declarations that 
are useful or disadvantageous. Good 
faith and fair-play are devices of 
the weak to disarm the strong. 
Love of peace means spiritual de 
cay. Individual conscience is trea- 
son to the State. Universal con- 
formity is enforced through Ges- 
tapo cells, concentratibn camps and 
a general practice of espionage and 
terrorism. Worker and employer 
alike are. enslaved and pillaged. 
The famous Nazi economy is mere 
ly a process, at dizzy tempo, of ex- 
hausting the resources piled up in 
Germany through centuries of la- 
bor. And the central purpose of 
this frantic demolition, according 
to the ex-Nazi, is to maintain the 
tyranny of a minority of desperados 
and gamblers, 


Their rule, says Rauschning, is 
so alien to traditional German 
character, with its honesty, its love 
of peace and solid comfort, that 
the regime can exist only by means 
of unsleeping barbarity against its 
own subjects. He asserts that the 
Nazi revolution, unlike the French 
Revolution, can never inspire an 
outburst of national energy, be- 
cause the former was arranged and 
artificial. ‘The German people, it 
is held, would enter a great war 
as an overtrained athlete enters a 
race—exhausted and ill from tke 
incessant strain, excitement and 
turbulence under which it has 
been compelled for nearly seven 
years to live.

In the present controversy over. the pro- 
posed amendments to the neutrality laws, it 
is taken for granted that shipments of arms 
to the belligerents lay behind the disputes 
which ended in our joining the allies. The 
records show, howeyer, that the cargoes of 
ships sunk by German submarines or taken 
into British prize courts usually consisted 
of cottonseed cake, lard, wheat, maize, -oil 
cake, petroleum, copper, resin, coal or other 
unromantic and non-lethal commodities. 

The American steamer Joseph W. Ford- 
ney, which was seized by the British and 
caused a tremendous file of correspondence 
to be built up, contained cattle fodder des- 
tined, ostensibly at least, for Malmo, a neu- 
tral port. The William P. Frye, an Ameri- 
can freighter which was sunk by a German 
submarine, was never charged with carry- 
ing munitions of war. 

* * 

One of the few times munitions were men- 
tioned as part of the cargo of a sunken ship 
was when the Germans attempted to show 
that munitions were stored in the hold of 
the Lusitania. They brought the matter 
up as a means of convincing the American 
Government that it ought not to become in~- 
volved in war on account of the Lusitania, 
since it was recognized that a ship carry- 
ing “unconditional contraband” would have 
compromised its immunity from attack. 

At the outset of the war, most of the 
small European neutrals which had escaped 
invasion established embargoes on a long list 
of commodities, including munitions, large- 
ly because they feared that interference with 
their commerce would cut off their future. 
supply. Another motive was “reinforcement 
of their bargaining power” with the bellig- 
erents, as Edgar Turlington puts it in his 
excellent history of the wartime neutrals. 

In spite of these precautions, Norway, 
Sweden and the Netherlands were in con- 
stant disputes with one or another of the 
belligerents. Their trade was “rationed” to 
the vanishing point, so that Sweden at times 
even lacked medicines and‘ anesthetics for 
her own -hospitals. In seizures and. sink- 


ings, Sweden lost 198 ships, Denmark 274, 


Holland 126, Norway 829. 

The cargoes carried by the ships of these 
neutrals by no means consisted of contra- 
band in the traditionally accepted sense. In 
Mr. Turlington's book, a “Summary of Cargo 
Losses on 198 Non-Swedish Neutral Ships” 
lists cargoes as follows: Coal, 115 vessels; 
timber, 29; wheat, 15; corn, 10; iron ore, 6; 
logwood, 5; ground nuts, 5; petroleum, 3; | 


on one occasion that the United States could 
not sanction unwarned attacks on the mere 
suspicion that such forbidden articles were 
on the ships in question. 

In any event, there is nothing to suggest 
that the absence of arms or ammunition in 
a merchantman’s hold constituted immunity 
from submarine attack any more than it 
kept a neutral ship out of Great Britain’s 
prize courts. Before the war was a year 
old, almost everything was contraband.

Great Britain condemned as prize of war 
cargoes of cereals, coconut oil, wines and 
liquors, macaroni, pepper, tomatoes, tin, an- 
timony. Germany sank cargoes of flax, 
timber, grains, nuts and bolts. Hundreds of 
thousands of tons of neutral shipping were 
sunk, captured or condemned by the belliger- 
ents during the World War. 

Most of the neutrals were too weak or ex- 
posed to reprisal to defend their interests. 
They were forced to bargain for the right 
to survive at all between the conflicting reg- 
ulations of the opposing warriors. Norway’s 


_ shipping was attacked because she attempt- 


ed to prevent German submarines from op- 
erating jin her territorial waters. Swedish 
commerce was restricted because she was 
suspected of re-exporting rubber and fats 
to Germany. 

The United States eventually entered the 
war shortly after Germany had declared 
unrestricted submarine warfare against all 
shipping, regardless of the nature of the car- 
goes carried. It was not charged that our 
ships were carrying contraband, because the 
German Government was not interested in 
contraband. 

The unrestricted submarine warfare was 
begun in the hope that the German Navy 


could sink 600,000 tons of Allied or neutral: 


vessels a month and thus starve out the En- 
glish. To comply with this order (Jan. 6, 
1917), the United States would have had to 
keep its ships off the sea altogether, even 
if they had carried nothing but talcum pow- 
der.

Be that as it may, it is true that 
the Germans are doing a far better 
propaganda job than the Allies. As 
Britishers have themselves admit- 
ted, the Germans have thus far 
won the propaganda war. The 
Nazis have been far more candid, 
or at any rate they have supplied 
more “news” and news photographs 
than the other side. When there 
were reports that German bombers 
had destroyed a Polish shrine, the 
Germans took an Américan Cor- 
respondent to the scene and photo- 
graphed him praying at the undam- 
aged shrine. All this is not sur- 
prising since the Germans have had 
six years in which to try out their 
propaganda and censorship. 


Ley in Important Post. 


Dr. Robert Ley is neither on the 
Defense Council nor in the Cab- 
inet, but he has an important place 
if only because he controls the 
huge fund accumulated by the La- 
bor Front. <A personal friend of 
Hitler, he was named head of the 
vast organization that includes la- 
bor and employers. Ley adminis- 
ters the fund collected from. all 
workers and all employers with- 
out any responsibility to anyone. 
This fund is said to run into bil- 
lions of marks. According to whis- 
pered rumors in Germany, the pos- 
session of so much money has en- 
couraged Dr. Ley in expensive 
tastes, notably in champagne and 
pretty girls. 

Besides the major figures there 
are minor personages who wait on 
the edges for a better opportunity. 
One of these is Franz von Papen, 
who has succeeded in waiting out 
at least three German regimes. 
Each time this suave diplomat 
finds a safe and comfortable berth. 
He had a narrow squeak during 
the blood purge of 1934 when so 
many of his friends and associates 
were shot, but after a brief interval 
he was sent as Minister to Vienna 
where he helped to betray the un-

Finally there is Hitler himself, 
about as measurable and predict- 
able a force as a Pacifie typhoon. 
He is a symbol, deified before his 
death. He is a complete fanatic 
with a single objective—the power 
and aggrandizement of the German 
people, but he is also an enormously 
resourceful politician who is quite 
unhampered by any conventional 
scruples. 

In the past his close associates 
have sometimes found it extremely 
difficult to deal with him. He 
raved at them almost incoherently. 
He wept. He abandoned himself 
to blackest gloom and despair. 
More important, many, particularly 
in the army, mistrusted him. They 
said he was too impetuous, too dar- 
ing. The army is said to have been 
opposed to the entrance into the 
Rhine, the conquest of Austria and 
even the Nazi stand a year ago on 
Czecho-Slovakia. 

But each time Hitler’s daring has 
won, and each time he has inspired 
new confidence. Doubters have been 


‘rebuked. He is the leader of his 


people in a primitive, tribal sense 
and there is no indication that he 
has any intention of surrendering 
his leadership. A Hitler, a Napo- 
leon, can never stand still. He 
must lead on to bigger and better 
triumphs.

heelers. They are in touch with ev- 
ery street and every household. 
They are drawn from the lowest 
middle class, Rauschning affirms, 
and consist chiefly of young ruffi- 
ans, ill-educated and unmanncred. 
They undergo a training which, as 
described in the book, sounds like a 
school for criminals... Only those 
are accepted who are totally with- 
out scruple or conscience. One pur- 
pose of the Jewish persecutions, the 
author maintains, was to provide a 
post-graduate course for the Hitler 
Elite in robbery and ferocity. 


The Nazi revolution is branded 
by its former adherent as “perhaps 
the most tremendous betrayal ever 
committed in all history.” It has 
been characterized, he says, “by cool 
and calculated cruelty,” by “the de- 
struction of the creative powers of a 
nation.” It has produced a people 
“incapable for a long time to come 
of real creative effort or of devo- 
tion to a great cause.” How long, 
he asks, can a society endure, with- 
out disintegration, “a governing 
elite devoid of all principle?” He 
conclyges that “wars of protracted 
duration are beyond question im- 
possible for Germany.” 

Dr. Borkenau’s View. 


Rauschning’s view of the “super- 
natural” character of National So- 
cialism is confirmed by Dr. Borke- 
nau, who classifies it as a “prv- 
phetic’ rather than a “political” 
movement. The former, this econ- 
omist states, can ask and impose 
a tremendous amount of self-sacri- 
fice. 

“But the prophet,” he goes on, 
“while rid of many of the consid- 
erations of common sense, is under 
one terrible obligation: he must 
work miracles. If he does not, he 
is no longer a prophet. It is the 
only point where he is dependent 
on public opinion. But it is a deci- 
sive one... Besides Hitler himself 
is an intensely prophetic person- 
ality and, like every prophet, could 
not exist without himself experi- 
encing his magical powers.” The 
author expresses some urbane doubt 
as to whether the Fuehrer, in the 
world as it is, can continue indef- 
initely “to make his career a con- 
stant sequence of miraculous suc- 
cesses.” 

But “The New German Empire,” 
written before the German-Russian 
pact and the outbreak of war. is 
eloquent with warnings of what 
National Socialism had accom- 
plished without arms, but through 
dissension cultivated in other coun- 
tries and the threat of military 
force. By stimulating the hatred 
of Fleming for Walloon, Hitler had 
already succeeded, Borkenau de- 
clares, in detaching Belgium from 
the French orbit. He had terrified 
Denmark into semi-subjection, and 
nourished a powerful pro-German 
faction in Alsace-Lorraine. Hun- 
gary, Rumania and Yugoslavia were 
reduced to partial economic vas- 
salage. The dictator of Greece, 
Metaxas, is a professed Nazi. 

Activity in Latin America.

“An empire which rules by force 
is the worst of horrors,” he pro- 
nounces. “But fortunately, the 
worst of horrors can never last for 
long. Even if Nazi Germany 
sweeps half the world or more, she 
will in the end collapse, owing to 
her inherent instability.” 


Lectures by Dr. Benes. 


Dr. Benes has collected into one 
volume a course of lectures he de- 
livered at the University of Chica- 
go. Beginning with feudal society 
in the Middle Ages and the period 
of absolute monarchy, he cites the 
American and French revolutions 
a8 preparations for modern democ- 
racy. The downfall of post-war 
democracies in Europe, and the con- 
sequent rise of dictatorships, he 
ascribes in considerable part to the 
‘ icidal hostility of Communism, 
which until too late persisted in 
sabotage and violence against all 
liberal dispensations. Writing be- 
fore the outbreak of war, Benes 
predicted that a battle to the 
death between democracy and au- 
thoritarianism was inevitable, and 
that in the end victory must go not 
to brawn but to spirit. 


These books point out salient 
respects in which “Mein Kampf” 
has evolved. It was a treatise 
on measures by which Germany 
might again be placed in a position 
of safe military defense; that pur- 
pose has now expanded into an of- 
fensive aiming not only at Euro- 
pean but at world dominion. The 
book’s tenet of “blood and soil” 
has been abandoned, and its cre- 
ator, Rosenberg, is out of favor. 
Since the Germans have proved 
to feel unwillingness for mass col- 
onization, the present program is 
“factory” farming in conquered 
lands, with Germans as owners 
and managers and with defeated 
races for servile labor,

Proposal Answered. 


One of the most thoroughly com- 
piled manuscripts covering the 
pros and cons of the newly pro- 
posed game and fish laws as stated 
by the Conservation Commission 
three weeks ago has come from 
the Farmers’ Game and Fish Pro- 
tective Federation of Phelps Coun- 
ty. The membership of this or- 
ganization, according to Walter 
Rolaff, president, consists of near- 
ly 500 farmer-members, 


Primarily mentioned is that part 
of the proposed laws which would 
require residents to pay license 
fees to fish and hunt in their 
home counties. The Protective 
Federation’s bulletin states, “At 
this time a resident may fish with- 
in his own county without paying 
a license. This is as it should be. 
He already pays taxes in the coun- 
ty; he probably lives near fishable 
waters. The average farmer goes 
fishing only once or twice a year 
or not at all.” 

The Federation is also strongly 
opposed to making women and 


children take out licenses to fish 
within their own county. Inci- 
dentally, there have been many 
protests on this point. 

Criticism also is aimed at the 
way foxhounds are allowed to 
range during a chase and frighten 
catte and other livestock.

ORE than one man has at-

Herr Hitler officially designated 
Herr Goering as his successor—“if 
anything should happen to me.” If 
suddenly Hitler should be removed 
from this vale and Goering should 
succeed him, the field marshal’s 
ascendancy would be due no more 
to his political acumen than to Frau 
Goering’s sagacious “appeasement” 
of the Fuehrer’s love for excellent 
food, well cooked. 

Hitler is no trencherman, but his 
dour visage was not molded by 
dyspepsia. He keenly relishes art- 
fully prepared viands, yet like most 
bachelors, even those who have 
wealth or power or both, he can’t 
get them simply by commanding 
them. Eminent chefs want leeway, 
not the imposition upon them of 
strict obedience, nor the intrusion 
of snoopers to make sure they don’t 
slip arsenic into the great man's 
porridge. 

Being a dictator may have its ad- 
vantages, but being a bachelro-dic- 
tator has its drawbacks. The social 
problems, the entertainment aspects,

Goering has it. Hitler is ecstatic 
about her hospitality in the Goering 
manse and has made her his official 
hostess at all important functions 
when it was incumbent upon him 
to play the host.

she entered zealously into the busi- 
ness of dispelling the Fuehrer’s

Until a few months ago, there was 
considerable doubt as to the identity 
of Germany’s No.2 man. Many ob- 
servers couldn’t decide whether 
Goebbels, the propagandist, or Goer- 
ing, the military and economic boss, 
had the edge. Then Goebbels took 
himself out of circulation for a few 
days, tae explanation being that he 
was indisposed. Immediately there- 
after it was widely published every- 
where but in Germany that the in- 
disposition had been superinduced 
by a mauling at the hands of a 
German school actor, Gustay 
lich, and some. friends. ¢ 
bels, the story went, had been too 
pressing in his attentions to beauti- 
ful Lida Baarova, Froelich’s screen 
actress wife. 

The story was denied, but Frau 
Goebbels made the denial ineffec- 
tual with a few pointed remarks 
which left the impression that she 
wouldn’t put it past Herr Goebbels.

This was _ followed 
by publication in the German 
press, of which Goebbels is over- 
lord, of numerous’ pictures show- 
ing the Goebbels at home, at 
play, at functions, etc. The German 
public accurately deduced that it 
was to be impressed by the domes- 
tic serenity of the Goebbels and it 
reasoned further that Hitler must 
want it so. Goebbels, evidently, was 
still up there with the leader. 

But whereas the incident had 
embarrassed Hitler, it had not 
grieved Goering, or Frau Goering. 
She soothed the leader’s irritation 
with food that diverted him, and 
good talk and sympathy. If, in her 
expressions of sympathy she indi- 
rectly impressed upon him the 
qualities of her husband and his 
assiduity in avoiding entanglement 
with anything that would reflect 
on the leadership—was it unnat- 
ural? Remember, the lady was an 
actress and a talented one, before 
her marriage. 

Moreover, she had the inside 
track, for it had been Hitler him- 
self who had introduced her to 
Goering and it was Hitler who 
stood as her bridegroom's best man 
when they were married at Berlin 
in 1935. 

So it happened the other day 
that Hitler, speaking to the Reichs- 
tag, declared: 

“If anything should happen to me 
in this struggle, then will come first 
my friend, Field Marshal Goering. 
In case anything happens to Goe- 
ring, then will come my deputy, 
Rudolf Hess; and if anything 
should happen to Hess, a Senate 
which I will soon appoint will elect 
his successor, the man most 
worthy to succeed me.” 

Goebbels, the wily Minister of 
Propaganda, had dropped from a 
place as Goering’s nearest competi- 
tor to his prospective subordinate, 
and though he is still powerful, 
still a mighty force in influencing 
German thought, his master, Hit- 
ler, might just as well have told 
the nation, “I do not want Goeb- 
bels to succeed me.” 

It would be naive to attribute 
Goering’s increased power and pres- 


tige merely to the shrewdness of. 


hig attractive wife. When he mar- 
ried the famous Emmy Sonneman 
she was Germany's “State Actress.” 
but @e had pulled the wires that 
brought her the title and nobody 
anticipated that he ever would be 
known as “Mr. Sonneman.” His 
own career was well on the way 
to its peak. What Emmy did for

him was to play drawing room— 
and dining room—politics so skill- 
fully that she guided him to the 
heights at a time when one mis- 
take might have reversed the neck- 
and-neck positions of Goebbels and 
her husband. 

Goering himself had built a solid 
foundation for his rise. In the first 
world war he was an intrepid fly- 
er and was officially accredited 
with bringing down 22 enemy 
planes. When the famous Baron 
von Richthofen, Germany's most 
renowned ace was killed, Goering 
was given command of his squad- 
ron. After the armistice Goering 
refused to turn his planes over to 
the allies and flew them deep into 
Germany, where some were con- 
cealed and others destroyed. 

At that point he decided there 
was no future for him in a defeat- 
ed and soon to be subjugated Ger- 
many. He found a job with the 
Swedish civil aviation service. A 
forced landing in Northern Sweden 
néar Casle Rockelstad led to a 
meeting with Baroness Karin von 
Fock, They were married. 

In 1921, Goering returned to 
Germany and participated in the 
movement to smash the Weimar 
republic. He joined Hitler, was 
wounded in the “beer cellar” putsch 


of 1923 and smuggled to Austria 
by friends who carried him on a 
stretcher at night over little used 
passes of the Bavarian Alps. The 
Baroness followed on foot, con- 
tracted pneumonia and died. 
Austrian police concluded Goer-

Some we found proved 
to be due to focal infection; we 
proved it because the headaches 
disappeared after we removed the 
focal infection. 

But the commonest cause of 
chronic headache was just plain 
nervousness, And my conclusions 
are considerably borne out by the 
report read at the British Medical 
Association meeting at Aberdeen 
this summer. One conclusion was 
that unwanted visitors cause head- 
aches more often than physical dis- 
orders. Other causes listed were 
loud voices, the prospect of unwel- 
comed tests, dislike of other people, 
worry, insomnia and insults. My 
colleague, Mr, Runyan, whose med- 
ical writings I greatly admire, says 
that this list ig incomplete because 
nothing was said about “seconds.” 

“Seconds” are race horses that 


come in second when you expected | 


them to come in first.

I HOPE the impression will not 
gain ground that this is intended to 
be flippant or facetious. On the con- 
trary, it is intended to be helpful 
and to show these people what is 
really the matter with them. In 
most instances their headaches are 
very mysterious to them, and they 
never understand that they are a 
purely nervous reflex. 

Yet, the connection is one that 
should be understood, for it has 
passed into common speech, A “sec- 
ond” horse, as we say, is a “head- 
ache.” A person with a loud voice 
is a “headache.” So is a business 
that is going bad, or an unwanted 
visitor, or an unwelcome task.

Naturally the 
service was perfect and few mis- 
takes were made, if any. Once I 
was told that a whole dinner could 
be ordered without one word spok- 
en. It was done in finger language 
and here’s the way the customer 
started: 
The hand was raised, showing the 
forefinger only. The waiter nodded. 
Then the middle finger went up; 
again the waiter nodded. Then the 
third finger shot up and the waiter 
started for the kitchen to bring up 
the first course. 
The first course was oysters. Fol- 
lowing the oysters came Terrapin 
a la Maryland, and the third course 
consisted of canvas back duck a 
la presse along with a salad, That, 
my dear friends, was known as the 
famous one-two-three dinner at 
Delmonico’s.

FRESH BEEF TONGUE, BRAISED | 

Cover fresh beef tongue with 
boiling water and let simmer about 
two hours. Remove tongue to cut- 
ting board and trim off skin and 
shag parts. Place tongue in deep 
casserole and add one-fourth cup 
chopped onion, one-fourth cup 
chopped celery and one-half cup 
diced carrots, Then pour the fol- 
lowing sauce over the ‘tongue and 
bake (covered) in moderate oven 
about two hours. ‘ 


Three tablespoons butter, three 
tablespoons flour, three cups 
tongue water, one teaspoon Wor- 
cestershire sauce, salt and peper, 
one-fourth cup sour pickles, 
chopped. 


Melt butter over moderate heat 
and when it turns brown blend in 
the flour. Then gradually add three 
cups of the water in which tongue 
was cooked and stir until boiling 
point is reached, Remove from fire 
and add balance of ingredients and 
pour over tongue in casserole. 
Serve tongue on a hot platter and 
strain sauce in casserole before 
serving. 

FRUIT CREAM (Individual Molds) 

Four bananas, juice of one 
orange, one-half teaspoon orange 
rind, one tablespoon lemon juice, 
powdered sugar, one tablespoon 
gelatine, one-half cup cold water, 
one-half pint. heavy cream, 
whipped. 

Peel bananas and force fruit 
through fine sieve. Add orange 
juice, orange rind, lemon juice and 
powdered sugar to sweeten. Soak 
gelatine in cold water for 15 min- 
utes, then dissolve over hot water. 
Add prepared gelatine to fruit mix- 
ture, stirring rapidly. Place bowl 
containing mixture in a pan of 
cracked ice and stir until mixture 
begins to thicken, then fold in 
whipped cream, Pour into molds 


and chill before serving.

HE something that Clare Boothe started. when she wrote “The 

Women” continues at Loew's Theater and must be hailed again 

as the chief event of an entertainment week in which two other 
big attractions, “The Rains Came” and “The Old Maid,” are still avail- 
able, at the Missouri and Ambassador Theaters. 

Comparisons of stage and screen versions of “The Women” are 
unnecessary. Each type of production took advantage of its own 
resources and kept within its own limitations. As compared to other 
movies, “The Women” is an arresting change in faminity. The game 
played by Norma Shearer, Joan Crawford, Rosalind Russell, Mary 
Boland, Paulette Goddard and Phyllis Povah (new one, from the 
stage) is not the usual Hollywood hearts-and-flowers, not by the dis- 
tance between Beverly Hills and Park Avenue. 

These girls—there are no men in the picture—are at each other's 
throats quite as savagely as they were in the stage play. And their 
silken, useless private lives are quite as daringly presented.

Dust Be My Destiny. 


HE role by which John Gar- 
T tiers crashed into stardom, that 
of a bitter young defeatist, 


seems to be the one that he will | 


play repeatedly in the future. It 

is one that he does with convic- 

tion and energy in “Dust Be My 

Destiny,” at the Fox Theater. 

Released from prison after serv- 
ing the usual term for someone 
else's crime, he drifts about the 
country, is classed as a vagrant, 
runs afoul of beetle-browed justice 
and lands on a prison farm. The 
foreman is a drunken brute but 
he has a pretty and sympathetic 
stepdaughter, Priscilla Lane. John 
and Priscilla find that they love 
éach other. 

Then one day or night the fore- 
man, Stanley Ridges, discovers 
them in each other’s arms. There 
is a fight and Ridges drops dead 
of heart disease.

The new General College of 5t. 
Louis University, giving a two-year 


course of full-time study not lead-) 
ing to any scholastic degree, begins, 
tomorrow. Classes will meet in the’ 
administration building, 221 North 
Grand boulevard. 


versity’s faculty will have charge of 
instruction. The Rev. Wilfred M.| 
Mallon, S. J., dean of the College 
of Arts and Sciences, will be di- 


rector of studies, and Prof. William 
D. Wilkins of the Department of 
Education will conduct a system of 
records and measurements of the 
work of individual students, to in- 
dicate the results of what is rec- 
ognized as an educational experi- 
ment. 

Instead of the regular curriculum 
of freshman Latin, English, math- 
ematics, science and philosophy, 
the students of the General College 
will take up such subjects as “Art 
of Study and Thinking,” “Written 
and Oral Expression,” “The Psycho- 
Social Environment,” “The Psysi- 
cal Environment,” and “The Art of 
Living.” 

The objective will be not so much 
the teaching of facts as the de- 
veloping of increased efficiency in 
the student. “Control of disturb- 
ing emotions and formation of ef- 
ficient habits and attitudes” are 
also to be sought, the announce- 
ment of the course states. In the 
“Expression” course, logical devel- 
opment of ideas will be taught, and 
this will lead to criticism of pub- 
lished matters of news, editorial 
opinion, advertisements and prop- 
aganda, 

While there will be no regular 
system of credits for the General 
College students, it is stated that, 
in certain instances, the work done 
in the General College will be eval- 
uated in terms of hours of credit, 
when the student decides to enter 
a degree-conferring college. 

The General ‘College will be sim- 
ilar in organization and purpose to 
the one now in operation at the 
University of Minnesota, and those 
at the University of Louisville and 
the University of New Mexico. Ii 
will be distinct from the other 
schools of the university, and its 
students will not be eligible to 
participate in intercollegiate ath- 
letics. 


MILK MARKETING INQUIRY 
FOR ST. LOUIS AREA OCT. 3 


Proposed Amendments to Present 
Program Will Be Considered 
at Public Session. 


A public hearing on proposed 
amendments to the Federal milk 
marketing program in the St. 
Louis area will be held here Oct. 
3, the Department of Agriculture 
announced in .Washington yester- 
day. 

The amendments include  pro- 
posals for determination of mini- 
mum producer price for class one 
milk and the establishment of a 
special price of $1.74 a 100 pounds 
to the producer for class one milk 
destined for distribution to low- 
income consumers undér a Govern- 
ment program, 

Other changes include modifica- 
tion of assessments charged dis- 
tributers for marketing control ex- 
penses and establishment of zone 
price differentials on class two 
milk received at plants outside the 
marketing area.

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CHURCHILL ABSENT 
FROM WAR COUNCIL 


Britons Speculate on Compara- 
tive Silence of Popular 
Cabinet Member, 


By LELAND STOWE

LONDON, Sept. 23—The British- 
French Supreme War Council 
which met yesterday in a small 


committee room “somewhere in 
Sussex” was noteworthy for the re- 
markable secrecy with which it 
convened and also for one further 
fact—the absence of Winston 
Churchill, First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, from the consultations. 

Four British and four French 
pivotal leaders participated in the 
second meeting of the inner circle 
of the Aliies’ board of strategy, the 
first having been held in France 
on Sept. 12. France was repre- 
sented by Premier Wdouard Dala- 
dier, Commander-in-Chief Maurice 
Gustave Gamelin, Admiral Jean 
Darlan and Raovl D’Antey, Min- 
ister of Munitions. Britain’s quar- 
tet were: Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain, Foreign Secretary 
Viscount Halifax, Admiral Lord 
Chatfield, Minister for Co-ordina- 
tion of Defense, and Gen Ismay, 
Secretary of the Imperial Defense 
Committee. 

According to the official com- 
munique, the council “considered 
the question of munitions and sup- 
plies and agreement was reached 
on procedure for co-ordinating and 
perfecting arrangements to be 
made by the two governments.” 

Speculation Aroused. 

This statement would make it 
‘appear that the subjects discussed 
yesterday by the Supreme War 
Council were not in Churchill’s im- 
mediate field as directing chief 
of the British navy. Nevertheless 
there has been increasing com- 
ment lately both inside and out- 


| side parliamentary circles on the 


fact that little has yet been heard 
from the most popular man in 
Britain’s war cabinet. For this 
reason the non-inclusion of Church- 
ill in the council’s first consulta- 
tions on British soil has inevitab- 
ly provoked a certain amount of 
speculation. 

Public confidence is attached so 
firmly to Churchill as a man dedi- 
cated to prosecuting the war with 
uncompromising vigor that it 
would appear a risky thing if the 
public should get the idea that the 
veteran First Lord of the Admir- 
alty and his experience were not 
being given the largest scope. . Such 
a notion might be quite mistaken, 
but that impression has taken hold 
in some quarters and many people 
are waiting for Churchill’s voice 
to be heard with authority. 

Meanwhile the Government is 
concentrating on organization in- 
dustrially and otherwise and def,i- 
nite satisfaction is expressed about 
progress along these lines. 

Parliament Awakening 

According to British observers, 
one of the most promising develop- 
ments since war was declared has 
been the unquestionable increase 
of morale in Parliament. Opposi- 
tion members are showing the 
strongest desire to support the 
Government in emphatic prosecu- 
tion of the war, but an equally 
pronounced inclination to hold the 
war cabinet strictly to its task, 
Members of the House have not 
been so outspoken in months, as 
in the last three weeks. and cur- 
rent criticism of the Ministry of 
Supply points the weathervane to- 
ward an awakening of Parliament, 

When Arthur Greenwood, as 
deputy leader of the opposition, 
declared on Thursday that Labor 
would refuse to be treated as the 
“poor relation,” he aroused ap- 
proval extending far beyond his 
own party. Recognition of the es- 
sentially national effort which con- 
fronts Britain is growing steadily 
in Parliament, even though the op- 
position is clearly anxious to give 
the Chamberlain government every 
opportunity to fulfill its task. In 
a word, it is evident that democra- 
cy is determined to breathe, speak 
and act with full freedom and vi- 
tality in Parliament while Britain 
is at war. This means that the 
British people’s representatives will 
not cease to demand results in 
prosecuting the war and their de- 
mands are certain to increase. 

For this reason observers predict 
that leadership will not be lacking 
in Britain’s wartime Parliament.

LOUIS H. GEHLERT DIES 
AT UNION; EX-SHERIFF 


Former Franklin. County Offi- 
cial, Noted for Courage, 
Hanged Many Men. 


Sheriff of Franklin County, who 


at his home at Union, Mo. He was 
83 and had been ill for four 
months. 

Mr. Gehlert, who was a deputy 
sheriff in the nineties and Sheriff 
from 1904-08, 1920-24 and 1928-32; 
was widely known for his physical 
courage. In his official capacity it 
became necessary for him to offi- 
ciate at the hanging of many of 
the men he captured. 

One of his comparatively recent 
achievements took place on Feb. 8, 
1921, when, accompanied by one 
man, he captured six bank rob- 
bers in a clubhouse on the Mera- 
mec River a few hours after they 
had participated in the $12,000 
holdup of the Merchants & Farm- 
ers Bank of St. Clair.. Two others 
were captured in nearby woods. 

In that same year he hung John 
Carroll and Charles W. Jacoy, 
whom he had caught in a corn 
shock after they had murdered a 
Franklin County garage man who 
protested when they refused to 
pay him for tires. 

On Dec. 26, 1902, he figured in 
the capture of William Rudolph 
and Fred Collins, robbers of a bank 
at Union, who exchanged shots 
with a posse as it approached Ru- 
dolph’s home, killing Charles J. 
Schumacher, a Pinkerton detective. 
Rudolph was taken to St. Louis 
for safe keeping. He broke jail 
but was recaptured and was 
hanged at Union in 1905. His com- 
panion was hanged the previous 
year, Gehlert springing the trap on 
both occasions. 

As a deputy sheriff he was on 
duty at the time of the trial and 
execution: of Dr. Arthur Duestrow, 
wealthy St. Louis physician, whose 
murder of his wife at their home 
at 1724 South Compton avenue was 
one of the celebrated crimes of the 
nineties. It occurred Feb. 13, 1894. 
Dr. Duestrow obtained a change of 
venue to Franklin County and was 
executed Feb. 16, 1897, after an ap- 
peal to the United States Supreme 
Court had failed. From his cell he 
pretended to possess the hallucina- 
tion he was a general, but con- 
fessed at the last minute. 

Sheriff Gehlert never minced 
words when dealing with known 
criminals. It was related of him 
by friends today that he once 
warned a St. Charles County “bad 
man” that he would hang him 
some day. The man replied, “You 
won't get me.” Shortly afterwards 
he was about to be hanged for a 
murder in St. Charles County. G 
lert was an invited witness. The 
St. Charles County Cheriff failed to 
spring the trap, and Sheriff Gehlert 
furfilled his warning to the crim- 
inal, 

During the World War, when rob- 
bers were operating near Pacific, 
he deputized two soldiers whom he 
met as he was hastening to a house 
which he had heard was a robbers’ 
hangout. They assured him they 
would “stick.” Pushing the door 
in, he threw his flashlight beam on 
two men in bed, their rifles across 
the room. He captured them both 
—but the soldiers had fled. 

On another occasion a gangster 
attacked him beside the rotunda 
rail on the second floor of the 
Franklin County courthouse. Sher- 
iff Gehlert. athough no longer a 
young man, knocked him over the 
rail to the first floor. 

Surviving are three daughters 
and a son. Funeral services will be 
this afternoon at 2 o'clock at Zion 
Church, Union, with burial in 
Union Cemetery. 


JOHN M’MILLAN, OFFICER 
OF SALVATION ARMY, DIES 


Chief of Staff, Who Started Career 
in Canada 50 Years Ago, Suc- 
cumbs in London. 

LONDON, Sept. 23 (AP).—Com- 
missioner John McMillan, chief of 
staff of the Salvation Army, died 
yesterday after a long illness. 

He started his Salvation Army 
career in Canada 50 years ago and 
became commissioner May 1, 1937. 

He was placed in charge of the 
Salvation Army’s central territory 
in the United States, with head- 
quarters in Chicago, in 1926, and 
was moved to New York City four 
years later to command the east- 
ern territory. He was transferred 
to Canada in 1934 and later to 
England. 

McMillan was 66 years old. His 
daughter Christine, an adjutant in 
the Salvation Army, was with him 
at his death. Another daughter, 
Marita, resides in Chicago. 

Other survivors include four 
brothers, Donald of New York, 
chief secretary of the Army’s east- 
ern territory; Norman of Montreal, 
assistant to the president of the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad; Wil- 
liam of Montreal, and Alex of To- 
ronto.

papers, and numerous miscella- 
neous products. 

The Forest Sérvice said that four- 
fifths of the paper consumed here 
was made in the United States. 
The remainder was imported prin- 
cipally in the forms of newsprint, 
of which about 3,000,000 tons came 
from Canada. 

In addition to the imports of pa- 
per, large quantities of pulpwood 
and wood pulp of certain kinds are 
imported annually for manufac- 
ture into paper in New England, 
New York, Pennsylvania and the 
lakeg states. About half of the 
wood fiber used in paper in the 
United States is grown on foreign 
soil,

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VENTS of the fateful last four weeks have brought 
Soviet Russia into the fore as the great enigma of 
the world. The inscrutable Joseph Stalin is in a 
position to control the fate of Europe. With the Red

Economically, many difficulties stand in the way 
of her aiding Germany in a decisive way. The Soviets 
are in the throes of a struggle to meet their quotas in 
their third Five-Year Plan. There is question of Russia's 
ability to spare much of her oil, wheat and iron for the 
Nazis. She is said, however, to have a surplus of 
wheat, and to be able to supply such strategic ma- 
terials as manganese, raw cotton, lumber, tungsten 
and phosphate. There is a marked lapse between 
Russia's vast potential resources and the amount she 
actually is able to produce, and this probably will take 
years to overcome completely, even with the help of 
German technical genius. Poor transportation is a 
handicap; it has greatly hindered Russia in her internal 
development.

And the $72,000,000 
worth of raw materials Russia is scheduled to ship to 
Germany in the next two years, according to their trade 
agreement, is only a drop in the bucket compared to 
Germany's needs—-Germany’s imports in 1937 were 
$2,200,000,000, and probably much more than half will 
be cut off by the British blockade. 


Industrial development of Russia under the Com- 
munists may be viewed from two angles. Compared 


with Czarist Russia, the poaeny has made huge strides.

But compared with the United States, which it equals or 
even surpasses in potential resources, the industrial 
output is still low, handicapped in many spots by in- 
efficiency, weak organization, lack of technical skill. 
Pig iron output has increased from 4,200,000 tons in 
1913 to 15,000,000 tons in 1938, steel from 4,200,000 to 
18,000,000 tons, but both are still one-third that of the 
United States and their quality has been attacked.

132,900,000 tons in 1938; that of the United States in 
1937 was 494,000,000 tons. (The Soviet Union claims 
21 per cent of the world’s known deposits). Oi] output 
for 1938 was 202,290,000 barrels, 3.3 times that of 1913; 
but it was only one-sixth that of the United States 
(which produces 60 per cent of the world’s oil) and 
only slightly more than that of Venezuela, although the 
Soviets claim 55 per cent of the world’s deposits. And 
it was necessary to begin mass production of wood- 
burning trucks last spring to conserve gasoline for the 
army. The country, although it has 483,000 tractors 
and 153,000 harvester combines, has only 600,000 auto- 
mobiles and trucks and produced only 200,000 in 1937 
(less than did Canada), although it was four times the 
production of 1933; (the United States produced 4,800.. 
000 autos and trucks in 1937). 

This vast land, spread over one-sixth of the earth's 
surface, raised 3,687,076,000 bushels of grain in 1937 
(United States, 3,117,340,000), to feed its 170,000,000 in- 
habitants. This was an increase of 50 per cent over 
1913, compared with an increase of 31 per cent in popu- 
lation; but the 1938 figures dropped 21 per cent under 
1937, and Russia may need some of her stored wheat 
as the harvest this year is said to have fallen below 
estimate. Liquidation of 5,000,000 kulaks in 1930 and 
1931 (in the program which resulted in collectivization 
cf 94 per cent of the peasants) caused a great famine, 
and slaughtering of from 25 to 50 per cent of the live 
stock. The cattle industry has not yet fully recovered 
from this blow, with the result Russia cannot supply 
Germany with much needed animal fats and meat. 
Food rationing was not abandoned until 1935. Potato 
production is twice that of 1913. Last industrial 
production was eight per cent short of 

Living standards have increased under the Soviet 
Government, but are still low. Only 95 cities have 
sewage systems, only 416 have water supply systems. 
only 71 have street cars. Shoe production, usually only 
one, pair a year per person, declined 38,000,000 pairs 
last year. Butter and milk are still luxuries.

PINIONS by military experts on Soviet armed 
forces differ widely, but the forces surely are 
formidable. “Max Werner,’ an expert who 
apparently is biased, calls the Russian army the most 
powerful in Europe in his new book, “The Military 
Strength of the Powers.” German military publications 
credit it with a great amount of arms. Some other ex- 
perts, like Hanson Baldwin of the New York Times, be- 
lieve claims for it exaggerated. Some details: 

SIZE AND TRAINING—Regular army, 1,300,000 to 
1,800,000 men; 4,500,000 now mobilized, half on 
Western frontier, with 1,000,000 in Poland; about 500,- 
000 on Far Eastern front. Trained reserves 12,300,000, 
according to Werner. But Baldwin said not more than 
5,000,000 of the reserves adequately trained. 

ARTILLERY—A German publication (1938) listed 
artillery park as more than that of French, British, 
Italians, Japanese and Polish armies together. Werner 
says its strength is twice that of German army, be- 
tween 2400 and 3200 pieces of heavy artillery, and 
more than 4000 light pieces, best anti-aircraft in Europe 
and 10,000 anti-tank guns, with heavy artillery, anti- 
aircraft and anti-tank fully motorized, medium and 
light artillery partially motorized. German publication 
(March, 1939) gave number of Russian heavy pieces 
as 1600. Baldwin (1938) declared there was a severe 
shortage of heavy artillery, insufficient medium and 
anti-aircraft artillery, and a lack of anti-tank guns and 
fire-power in divisions. Most light artillery was horse 
drawn, he said. 

TANKS—Wemer estimates at enormous figure of 
20,000, and quotes organ of German War Ministry as 
estimating 10,000 Russian tanks in 1935. He says they 
have produced a 100-ton monster which carries a four- 
inch gun or six-inch howitzer and three one-and-one- 
half-inch cannon; and large numbers of amphibian 
tanks which have gone seven hours through tidal seas

PLANES—Werner estimates 12,000 planes, of 
which 2000 are heavy, 4000 medium and light bombers. 
He quotes a German military publication at putting the 
Red air strength at 15,000 to 17,000 for 1937, and a 
French and a German expert at estimating the rate of 
reproduction at 20,000 annually. He gives speeds of 
new planes as over 300 miles an hour for fighters and 
light bombers and 250 for heavy bombers. Another 
German military publication last March gave the Rus- 
sian air strength as 6000 to 9000. Baldwin last year 
gave it as only 4500, one-third of them bombers, mostly 
slow, with a few fairly good pursuit ships on American 
and English models. He said the pilots were good, air 
fields were plentiful, but there was a lack of good me- 
chanics. One critic said the Russians were unable to 
provide high octane gasoline for their planes and had 
to import it. Air transport of troops highly developed.

HE paintings reproduced on this 
page are records of life in the 
Swedish religious and commu- 

nal colony of Bishop Hill, in Illinois 
190 miles north of St. Louis, which 
flourished from 1846 to 1862. The 
originals were painted on flour sack- 
ing by Olaf Krans of Bishop Hill, 
sign painter and member of a col- 
onist family, from 1870 to 1890. 
These reproductions are copies by 
artists employed by the Federal Arts 
Project in compiling the Index of 
American Design. Both the Illinois 
and Missouri projects have partici- 
pated in recording the history of the 
colony. 
_ The colony was founded by Eric 
Janson and Olof Olson, religious 
fugitives from Sweden. Janson pur- 
chased land and sent for his follow- 
ers from Sweden.

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SIAMESE 
TWIN 
SNAKES 


HEN a diamond-backed water 
snake in the collection of 
Richard Grossenheider. of St. 

Louis, University of Michigan zoology 
student and amateur herpetologist, 
bore 37 young snakes, two of them 
were "Siamese twins,” or grown to- 
gether. So far as is known there is no 
previous record of a reptile freak of this 
type. The bodies, although joined for 
about the central third of their length, 
are distinct entities, except that a com- 
mon heart supplies b to both. The 
two snakes act independently, and co- 
ordinate so poorly in movement that in 
a wild state they would fall easy prey 
to enemies. The litter of which they 
were part was born alive, for the 
diamond-backed water snake, non- 
poisonous, is viviparous, although 
most reptiles are oviparous, or egg 
layers. 


The “Siamese twin” snakes, now three weeks old, have not yet learned to 
co-ordinate, and as they attempt to crawl in opposite directions a stalemate 
results. They are about seven inches long. 


Underneath, the two reptiles look like one thick- 
bodied snake where they are joined. The single 
heart is just at the juncture of their “necks.”
